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DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Samuel B. Mason, Prudential Committee. 


This school was taught by Miss Estell L. Cheney, nineteen and 
a half weeks, at sixteen dollars per month. She had fifteen 
scholars, average attendance thirteen and two thirds; tardiness 
four, nine were reported the first term who had not whispered, 
and twelve the second term. The order was unusually good, and 
the improvement Very satisfactory. 


DISTICT NO 2, 


Benjamin H. Steele, Prudential Committee. 


This school was taught by Miss Harriet E. Noyes, eighteen 
weeks, at eighteen dollars per month, she had twenty scholars the 
first term and seventeen the second; average attendance seventeen 
and thirteen, tardiness three and six, eleven were reported who 
did not whisper during the secoad term. Miss Noyes labored 


faithfully and succeeded well. 


DISTRICT NO 3. 


George P. Dow, Prudential Committee. 


The first term of this school was taught by Miss Mary E. Noyes 
with her usual success, its length eight weeks, number of scholars

twenty-four, averag: attendance seth, and two-thirds, tar- 
diness eleven. ‘The second term was taught by Miss H, Jennie 
Cross, seven weeks, eleven scholars, average attendance about 
nine and two-thirds, tardiness five. The school was small, but 
well taught, the wages of both teachers were twenty two dollars 
per month,

Samuel G. Chandler, Prudential Committee. 


This school was taught by Miss Lizzie Gordon, the first term 
of nine weeks, with ten’scholars, the secoud of eight weeks wth 
seven scholars; wages eightcen dollars ; er month the first, twe 1- 
ty the second ; tardiness tweity o1, ant fow  Phs school 
was too small to awaken mach enthusiasm, the teicher however 
did what she coul. | 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


John Clark, Prudential Conmittee. 


This school was taught by Miss Jalia M. Wright, fifteen wecks, 
at twenty dollars per moath, she had twenty-one scholars, aver- 
age attendance, about fitteen and a half, tardiness, seveaty. Miss 
Wright had mach experience in teaching, anl a happy faculty to 
iuterest children, her accomodation. weie poor, and the abseuces 
and tardiness far tco many. | 


DISTRICT NO. 6, 


Thomas Little, Prudential Committee. 


This school was taught by Miss Emma A. Little, ten weeks the 
first term, eight the second, she hal seven scholars the first term, 
fifteen the second. Her wages were eighteen dollars per month, 
tardiness fourteen and two, average attendance, about ten and 
thirteen. ‘I'his was the second seas n of Miss Little’s teaching in 
this school which she finished with her usual acceptance and success.”

GENERAL REMARKS. 


As a whele, perhaps the schools in this town have never done 
better, they might kave made more improvement, but they have 
done well, No complaint has reached the ears of your committee, 
The report that twelve pupils in No 1, and eleven in No. 2 did 
not whisper during a whole term, shows an improvement Par- 
ents in some cases have manifested an unusual interest by visiting 
the schools. It has been a healthful stimulant to both teacher and 
scholar, one hundred and for visits are reported in Dist. No. 2 ; 
thirty-four in Dist. No. 6 ; twenty-eight in Dist. No. 1; twenty 
in Dist. No. 3; ten in Dist. No. 5; and eight in Dist. No. 4, 

The most importaat business should receive the vreatest atten- 
tion, and what more important business in life, for the happiness

both should be sustained by an enligutened public sentiment. ‘lhe 
youthful mind ts a delicate organism, like the roots of a plant, it

The education of the child is three fold, physical, intellectual and 
moral, the body, the mind, and the haart The body is the cas- 
ket bt the mind though which it works, many a gilted intellect 
has proved a failure, through early abuses of the body, and many 
a gifted mind has been a scourge through a corrupt heart.
